FINANCIAL RACKETEERING 


N THE DOMINION Parliament two years ago a bill was intro-

erations of that class of financial house which handles deferred 
payments on the purchase price of certain commodities, chiefly, 
aulomebiles, frigidaires, pianoes, and the like. The bill was drop- 
ped for some reason, and nothing has been heard of it since. — Here 
is a field where there ought to be some restrictive legislation to 
stop the racket that has been going on for many years under false 
pretences and in almost complete defiance of the laws of usury, 
Not so very long ago, a certain astute gentleman's son wished to 
\+~——--buy_a-radio on his own as a present for his mother and>to»make 
the payments himself. Seeking to give his son an object lessoa 
in the ways of high finance, the father let his son go ahead and 
make all the arrangements in a tentative form, but Before the deal 
was actually closed, he took the trouble to calculate the interest 
that was to be charged, having as a basis the original purchase 
price, interest which became principal when the note was signed, 
finance charges and all the other innovations of the system and then 
was able to point out to the youth that he was paying 32% interest. 
The deal did not go through. There is no such thing as ‘easy 
payments on the deferred plan.” In fact any deferred payment 
plan that we have ever known is “a skin game” with the cards 
stacked against the purchaser from the beginning . The public, 
eeevet, appears never to be able or even willing to learn the 
esson.

' The first comniercial production of 
refined antimony ii Canada will take 
place within the next few months, ac- 
cording to a despatch from the’ De- 
partment of Mines ahd Resources at 
Ottawa, The metal will be provided 
by Consolidated Mining and Smelt- 
ig Company of Canada in its anti- 
mony refinery at Trail, B. C., the er- 
ection of which is nearing comple- 
tion,

quantities of antimony occur in the 
silver - cobalt-nickel-arsenic oras 

j which are treated at Delora, Ont., 
and are shipped abroad for further 
treatment, but that no payment is re- 
ceived for the metal. Other than this 
except for small experimental ship- 
ments between 1925 and 1931, there 
has been no production of antimony

soften and brighten the shadows. Exposure 1/10 second at £.8, 


O not feel, fellow snapshooters, 

that just because the sun stays 
out of doors you cannot make sun- 
light pictures inside. 

Wherever sunlight streams 
through a window, there is a setting 
for a picture, often an extremely 
good picture, because of the play of 
light and shadow from the window- 
framing and curtains. 

In a light-walled room, espe- 
cially one with plain plaster walls 
or patternless wallpaper, the shad- 
ows in such an indoor-sunlight pic- 
ture have a soft, luminous quality 
which gives the prints unusual deli- 
sacy and appeal. However, unless it 
is a sun-foom that has windows fac- 
ing in several directions, it is neces- 


sary to ald the shadow illumina- 
tion with reflectors. These can be 
white sheets or pillowcases draped 
over a chair, white cardboard or 
blotter-paper, or anything else that 
will pick up the sunlight and cast it 
toward the cubject’s shadow side. 

In addition, the light may be 
pleasingly softened by a close-mesh 
window curtain through which the 
sunbeams pass. With sucha diffuser, 
exposure should be about double 
what you would give outside in the 
sun. The sunlight should come from 
above, slanting downward upon the 
subject and amateur floodlight bulbs 
can be used to soften shadows where 
reflectors are insufficient.
